Employ the Handicapped Week 
Designed to Give Not Charity 
But Opportunity to Workers

fl'lic week, 
October 4-10, 
has 


symboli/.ed 
for 
thousands upon 


thousands of people in the United 
.States a change in attitude toward 
them by the general public. 


"Nol charily but opportunity" 


is now given to the handicapped 
workers of our land, and the re- 
sults have been both 
gratifying 


and profitable to employers 
and 


employees alike. 


The 
web of prejudices 
which 


sometimes hampers 
employment 


of Ihe handicapped is gradually 
yielding 
to the sweep of the co- 


operative broom. In 
social ad- 


justment, in medical care, and in 
vocational rehabilitation there are 
now a variety of activities and of 
trained personnel which were only 
a dream 20 years ago. 


All together there are 33 agen- 


cies in our state participating in 
this effort lo assisi Ihe physically 
'handicapped 
lo 'be 
self-support- 


ing monrbers of 
the community. 


These include Ihe Arkansas Gov- 
ernor's Committee 
on Employ- 


ment Service. Vocational Rehabil- 
itation. Veterans 
Administration, 


and the Employment Security Di- 
vision. 


Much of the credit for the in- 


creased use of handicapped work- 
ers in industry and commerce is 
clue lo the performance of 
the 


workers themselves. It is now well 
established 
thai 
handicapped 


workers perform as well as any- 
one else if they are given 
work 


and working 
conditions suitable 


for them. 


In many cases, even 
severely 


disabled can 
be useful and pro- 


ductive if given a chance. It is not 
what a person has lost, but what 
he has left, that counts. 
Or 
lo 


put il another way, employers are
